The petition is a lengthy one, setting forth 
all the details with great minuteness, and 

uoting the will of Henry Shaw in full, 
Briefly epitomizéd, the points involved may 
be more easily understood. Besides Shaw's 
Garden and Tower Grove Park and the large 
amount of downtown property to maintain 
in good condition, Henry Shaw left to the 
City of St. Louis over 300 acres lying in 
the neighborhood of the park. The largest 
piece fronts on Grand avenue, opposite 
Compton Hill, extending along Grand from 
Shaw avenue to McRee avenue and west to 
Tower Grove avenue. This tract is still in- 
tact, though half a dozen streets will event- 
ually be cut through it. There is also a 
strip along Flora avenue, from Grand avyeé- 
nue to Tower Grove avenue. Then there 
is a large tract south of the park, bounded 
by King’s .highway, Fyler, Sublette and 
Pernod avenues. 

Ail this property lies in a growing resi- 
dence district and is now very valuable and 
rapidly increasing in value: The trustees 
place its present value at $1,000,000. - 

By his will Henry Shaw provided that this 
property should be kept intact and for- 
bade its sale by the trustees. His idea was 
to let it for residence purposes on long 
leases. Since his death the trustees have 
endeavored to carry out his wishes, but 
have found it impossible and have reached 
the conclusion that it is entirely imprac- 
ticable. It has been demonstrated that 
people will not lease property for residence 
purposes. Repeated advertisements have } 
attracted no lessees, except market garden- 
ers, who can afford to pay only 4 nominal 
rental. Thus this immense propefty yields 
barely enough revenue to pay the taxes and 
lies idle with no prospect of itg being util- 
ized to carry out the other provisions of the 
will. 


Recent and proposed municipal improve- 
megts throughout that part of the city, have 
cormfronted the trustees with a crisis in the 
management of theiy trustt. Before long a 
number of streets Will be cut through the 
various tracts and special tax assessments 
will be levied to pay for street, sewer, 
©’%ewalk and. other improvements. The 

.ptees estimate that they will be required 
to pay, during the next three years, at least 

000 for such improvements, and within 
the next ten years twice that amount. They 
represent to the court that there is in their 
hands, nor will be as the trust is being ad- 
miristered at present, no funds to meet *his 
inevitable expense. The total revenues for 
1895 amounted to a little more than $100,000, 
there being a surplus of $13,000. Out of this 
surplus it will be impossible for the trus- 
tees to meet this prospective expénsé, and 
unless the court will allow them to make 
other disposition of the property ft-.will be 
sold for taxes and lost to the estate. 


The plaintiffs allege that the special act 
passed by the Legislature in 1859, which 
Was/passed for the purpose of allowing 
gg A Shaw to devise his property and re- 
tain it intact, does;not prevent the court 
from relieving the ‘trustees of the restric- 
tions against the alienation of this land, 
because when that law passed there was a 
general uncertainty as to whether or not 
the law of charitable uses would be estab- 
lished in this State; and because it was 
deemed advisable as a matter of precau- 
tion to secure such legislation as a protec- 
tion against the common law of perpetui- 
ties. They maintain that the Circuit Court 
has jurisdiction over the trust, in ac- 
cordance with the principles governing the 
urisdiction of courts of equity over char- 
table trusts. 


The plaintiffs allege‘that the proposed sale 
of the property will not in any way hamper 
the extension of the Botanical Garden as 
provided by the will, as there is ample space 
for all improvements within the tract now 
reserved by the garden. 

The plaintiffs ask that the will be modified 
and that they be granted permission to <ell 
the property described at such.times as 
they may see fit. If the court consents to 
break the will, the tracts will be laid out in- 
to a select residence*district and sold, and 
the proceeds reinvested so that some adc- 
quate revenue will be obtained. 

The Attorney General is made adefendant 
as the legal representative of the general 
public, who are the beneficiaries of the trust 
created by the will, The heirs of Henry 
Shaw are included in the suit for the pur- 
pose of removing all possible doubt as to 
the titles secured under the proposed sale.
